Rosebud  County 

Located  in  southeastern  Montana,  Rosebud  County  is  Montana's  23rd 
most  populous  with  9,383  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Forsyth,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  34th  largest  city  with  a  population 
of  1,944.  Rosebud  County  is  home  to  the  Northern  Cheyenne  Indian 
Reservation  which  borders  the  Crow  Indian  Reservation  in  Big  Horn 
County.  Nicknamed  the  "City  of  Trees,"  Forsyth  offers  visitors  hunting, 
fishing,  golfing,  boating  and  water  skiing  opportunities.  Several  old  Indian 
camps  and  artifacts  have  been  discovered  in  the  surrounding  hills.  The 
Colstrip  area  is  rich  in  coal  reserves  providing  a  home  for  coal  mines  and 
coal-powered  electrical  plants. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1901  and  named  for  wild  rose 
bushes  growing  along  the  riverbanks.  The  authors  say  Forsyth  was  named 
for  U.S.  Army  Officer  Gen.  James  W.  Forsyth  who  came  to  the  area  by 
steamer. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Rose- 
bud County  households  in  1 997  was  $34,889.  The  county  is  5,027  square 
miles  in  area;  5,012.4  square  miles  in  land  area  and  14.6  in  inland  water 
area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  minimum  temperature  in 
Forsyth  in  January  between  1975  and  2000  was  7.6  degrees  above  zero. 
The  average  maximum  temperature  in  July  was  88.2  degrees  above.  The 
annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  14.26  inches  and  the 
growing  season  was  between  May  16  and  Sept.  12  (last  and  first  frost).
